Have the Tables Turned And 
Japan is Sending Mission- 
aries to America? 

Saturday, the 11th, it was our privilege 
to hear Toyohiko Kagawa, the great Jap- 
anese Social Reformer, who gave a 
special lecture in Chattanooga, relative to 
the conditions existing in his country and 
of the NEED of the entire world for the 
LOVE of the Lord Jesus Christ. Kagawa 
is xegarded by many as one of the fore- 
most Christians in the world of our day. 

He certainly has not visited America to 
learn how to clear out the slum districts, 
for he has already cleared the slums of six 
of the principal cities of his own country. 
Neither is he visiting to learn some of the 
advanced ideas relative to the farming in- 
dustry, and of rural electrification, for 
90 per cent of the farms in Japan have 
the modern conveniences of electricity, 
while in America we have only 11 per 
cent, 

Neither was his trip to study and learn 
from America a lesson of happy home 
life so that he may return and teach it to 
a backward nation, for divorces are in- 
creasing in America, and stand around 
25 per cent, while in Japan the previous 
rate of 30 per cent has been reduced to 
only 11 per cent. 

Isn’t it sad that from a country to 
which America has sent hundreds of mis- 
sionaries, who have helped thousands to 
God, come some of the converts to Amer- 
ica and find her backward in many 
things, and of course the greatest as we 
see it is the waning of Christian love and 
religious fevor. Truly righteousness ex- 
alteth a nation, but sin is a reproach to 
any people. All around us we see that 
business, pleasures, fancies, and the sins of 
the age are certainly taking hold on the 
nations, but as we take a glimpse, or a 
survey, we see no nation qualifying for 
Jesus to take over the reins of their gov- 
ernment and usher in the great Millen- 
nium. It most certainly is not coming 
that way, but the various nations are 
leaning toward one world dictator, but 
he is not Jesus Christ, but the Antichrist.

Text: Matt. 24:3, “And as he sat upoa 
the mount of Olives, the disciples cant 
to him privately, saying, Tell us, when 
shall these things be? and what shall be 
the sign of thy coming and the end of the 
world.” 

Vs. 32, 33. “Now learn lov parabie of 
the fig tree; When his branch is yet ten- 
der, and putteth forth leaves, ye knew 
that summer is nigh: So likewise, ye, 
when ye shall see all these thines, know 
that it is near, even at the door.” 

Here, the disciples had come to Christ 
wanting to know the signs of the times, 
and of the end. He gave them many, and 
many are to be found in the Prophets. In 
the parable of the fig tree we notice that 
He referred to it as “he”. What has that 
to do with our subject? some will 
ask. Just this, Christ was referring to the 
Jew. They are God’s fig tree. (Read Joel 
1:7.) Christ was showing the disciples, 
through a parable, that the Jew was one 
of the greatest signs of His return and 
the end of the world. ““When his branch 
is yet tender, and putteth forth leaves.” 
Surely the fig tree is budding, and spread- 
ing himself, growing like a plant in fer- 
tile ground. The Jew is one of the lead- 
ing topics of the day, not only in Ameri- 
ca, but in all the rest of the world. No 
other race of people has had to bear the 
burden that the Jewish people have had 
to bear, but God is today calling them 
back to their home that He might show 
forth His mighty power to the Gentiles, 
and His wrath is to be poured out with- 
out mixture on those who have refused to 
obey Him. 

In referring to the Jew as a sign, we 
need to know something about them in 
the light of prophecy. In Luke 21:24, 
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“Ghe Last Days

“They shall fall by the sword, and shall 
be led away captive into all nations: and 
Jerusalem shall be trodden down of the 
Gentiles, until the time of the Gentiles be 
fulfilled.” Also, we read in Daniel 9:26, 
“And after threescore and two weeks 
shall Messiah be cut off, but not for him- 
self: and the people of the prince that 
shall come shall destroy the city and the 
sanctuary; and the end thereof shall be 
with a flood, and unto the end of the war 
desolations are determined.” (History.) 
In A. D. 70 the Roman legions, led by 
Titus, surrounded the walls of the city 
of God, demands of surrender had been 
spurned by the Jews, false prophets had 
told them that they were under divine 
protection, that God would come to their 
aid. Even while the Roman legions were 
besieging the temple, they were told to 
wait for the deliverance of God. Unhap- 
py Jerusalem, rent with internal dissen- 
sions, her own children slain by one an- 
other’s hands! How forcibly was brought 
to them the words of the Savior, “With 
what measure you mete it shall be meted 
to you again.” 

It is said that for seven years a man 
continued to go up and down declaring 
the woes that were to come, day and 
night he chanted the wild dirge, “A voice 
from the east, a voice from the west, a 
voice from the four winds, a_ voice 
against the city and against the temple, a 
voice against the bridegrooms and~ the 
brides, a voice against the whole people.” 
This strange being was imprisoned and 
scourged, insult added to abuse, he an- 
swered only, “Woe, woe to Jerusalem. 


Woe, woe to the inhabitants there- 
of.” And his voice ceased not un- 
til he perished in the siege he fore- 


told. Thus was brought to pass a part 
of the prophecy of Daniel. Jerusalem was 
destroyed and the beautiful temple was 
razed by fire, and the end was truly with 
a flood, the Jews were dispersed into other 
nations and forbidden to return to their 
native land. 

We notice the latter clause of Daniel’s 
prophecy says, “Unto the end of the war 
desolations are determined.” On Nov. 9th, 
1917, General Allenby captured Jerusa- 
‘em from the Turks. Jesus said they 
should fall by the edge of the sword 
and should be led away captive into al! 
nations, and Jerusalem should be trodden 
down of the Gentiles, until the time of 
the Gentiles be fulfilled. We know that 
this prophecy is being fulfilled as fast 
seemingly as possib!e. The Jew has for 
many centuries been a prey to the heath- 
en, their blood has been spilled in prac- 
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tically every nation under Heav- 
en, wi h the exception of Ameri- 
ca and there is an anti-Semetic 
spirit taking hold in America. 
Jerusalem is practically back in- 
to the hands of the Jews. Christ 
said it was to be trodden down 
of the Gentiles until the time of 
the Gentiles be fulfilled. According 
to this, the time of the Gentiles is 
almost over. We are at the very last. We 
had better be ready to go at any moment 
now. There is no time to lose but we 
must be preparing every moment. 

Jesus said regarding the last days, “But 
as the days of Noe were, so shall also the 
coming of the Son of man be,” Matt. 24: 
37, and we find that in the days of Noah 
“God saw that the wickedness of man 
was great in the earth, and every imagi- 
nation of the thoughts of his heart was 
only evil continually.” Genesis 6:5, Truly 
things are in just about the same shape 
today that they were back then. Since the 
World War there has been more ungodli- 
ness carried on than before. During the 
war people prayed, “God, protect our 
boys in France.” After the war God was 
quickly forgotten, and the world went 
jazz crazy. Some of the most ungodly 
dances ever known have been hatched 
since the war, this on the caskets of our 
dead soldiers. God pity America; girls 
throwing themselves into the cesspools of 
evil, God’s name never mentioned except 
in some vile phrase; laughing, singing 
filthy blackguard songs; dancing steps 
that would doubtless make Jezebel blush 
in shame. What does this mean? It simply 
means that the majority of the inhabi- 
tants of this world are headed for hell and 
enjoying the trip. 

Another way we have of knowing we 
are near the end is found in 2 Timothy. 
3:1-5, “This know also, that in the last 
days perilous times shall come. For men 
shall be lovers of their ownselves, covet- 
ous, boasters, proud, blasphemers,  diso- 
bedient to parents, unthankful, unholy, 
without natural affection, trucebreak 
ers, false accusers, incontinent, fierce, dis- 
pisers of those that are good, traitors, 
heady, highminded, lovers of pleasures 
more than lovers of God; having a form 
of godliness, but denying the power there- 
of: from such turn away. 

No modern orator could have summed 
up our present conditions as well as Pau! 
the great evangelist did nearly two thou- 
sand years ago. In his letter to Timothy 
he tells him what was to be in the last 
days, and they are here, everything that 
he mentioned. 

Also in 2 Peter 3:3, “Knowing this 
first, that there shall come in the last 
days scoffers, walking after their own 
lusts.” This is also here, men are denying

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dek king of Salem 

brought forth bread 

and wine: and he 

was the priest of the 

most high God.” ‘Salem’, which means 
peace, was the original name of Jerusa- 
lem, which also means peace. In Heb. 5: 
6 mention is made of “ssus Christ as a 
priest “after the order of” Melchizedek, 
which reference is taken from Psalms 
110:4, That the expression in Heb. 5:6 
is with regard to Jesus, is beyond ll 
doubt, and that He is made an_ high 
priest ‘“‘after the order of” some person 
whom we know as “Melchizedek’. 

The question naturally arises, ‘Can 
anything be made, or can an office be 
created, after the order of itself? The 
word ‘order’ in the phrase “after the or- 
der of’’, comes from the Greek ‘taxis’ 
meaning, regular arrangement, in time, of 
rank or character. Reference is again 
made to this phrase in verse 10 and chap- 
ter 6:20. 

In Heb. 7:2, 3, we have a brief des- 
cription of Melchizedek. The name means 
“king of righteousness”. He was king of 
Salem, which means ‘peace’ thereby mak- 
ing him “king of peace”. This sounds 
very much like Isa. 9:6, but let us follow 
further on. Verse 3, chapter 7, describes 
him as being without father or mother, 
without beginning of days or end of 
life and made “like unto” the Son of 
God, and on throughout the whole dis- 
course we have such or similar expres- 
sions but nowhere does it say that Christ 
was Melchizedek, or that Melchizedek was 
Christ; but it is always, “‘after the order 
of”, “made like unto” or “after the 
similitude of.” See V. 15. The word 
‘similitude’ means ‘similar to, or like 
something else as to nature or character’. 

In Heb. 1:3 we have, with regard to 
the personality of Jesus and the Father, 
the statement that Jesus is, or was the 
“brightness of His (the Father’s) glory, 
and the express image of His person.” 
Again in Phil. 2:6, speaking of Jesus, he 
says, “Who, being in the ‘form’ of God, 
thought it not robbery to be ‘equal’ with 
God.” Here we have just as strong or 
even stronger language setting forth the 
‘unity’ or ‘oneness’ of the Father and 
Son, than we have in the phrases, ‘after 
the order of’, and in the ‘similitude of’ 
with regard to the ‘oneness’ of Jesus and 
Melchizedek. And shall we attempt to 
prove that there is a distinction between 
the Father and Son; i. e., that they are 
two separate persons in the Godhead, and 
yet take weaker phraseology and try to 
prove that Christ and Melchizedek are 
one and the same person? 

Certainly we believe in the Trinity 
(Tri-Unity), and that there are three 
separate persons; viz., God the Father,

God the Son, and God the Holy Ghost, 
all working jointly and coherently with 
each other in the Godhead, but what 
about Melchizedek? Was, or is he one 
and the same with or as Christ? Of Mel- 
chizedek it is said that he was “without 
father, without mother, without descent, 
having neither beginning of days nor 
end of life, but made ‘like unto the Son 
of God,’ and abideth a priest continually.” 
Is this language literal or is it figurative? 
Does it apply to natural life or His priest- 
ly office? Can it be said of Jesus that He 
was without father or mother? True, of 
His paternal relation we can say nothing, 
as concerning the flesh, because His 
birch was by the miraculous operation of 
the Holy Ghost. But what of His moth- 
er. Of Mary it was said that “she brought 
forth her first born son” and never for 
once did He disclaim her relationship, 
and in Acts 1:14 it is expressly stated 
that “Mary the mother of Jesus” was 
present with certain others who were tar- 
rying for the Holy Ghost baptism. 


At Heb. 5:11, 12, with reference to 
Melchizedek, Paul states that he had 
many things to say and hard to_ be ut- 
tered, or, as the Syriac reads, “but it is 
difficu!t to explain it, because ye are in- 
firm in your hearing.” This is all too true 
of this and other doctrinal truths as well, 
because, as he says in the next verse, ‘For 
when for the time ye ought to be teach- 
ers, ye have need that one teach you,” 
etc. However, we feel that the following 
thoughts are well worthy of your careful 
consideration. 


The Epistle to the Hebrews is a trea- 
tise setting forth the superiority of the 


gospel over Judaism and of the High 
Priesthood of Christ over the Levitical 
priesthood. Perfection could not come 


through the Levetical priesthood, Heb. 
10:1, because these priests were made af- 
ter the law of a carnal commandment, 
Heb. 7:16. Neither could they continue 
as priests, because death would remove 
them, V. 23. Moreover, we learn from 
good authority, that they must prove by 
their genealogy that they were of the 
tribe of Levi before they might enter the 
priestly office. Naturally then, they must 
be able to show who their father and 
mother were. Again we learn that their 
official duties began at the age of thirty 
and ceased at fifty and that thcir priest- 


“hood pertained only to the Jewish na- 


tion and could not embrace the Gentiles, 
and lastly, they could effect atonement 
for sin, as far as the law was concerned, 
but they could not reign or rule over 


over a Gentile city, 

could bless or punish 

his subjects. The Le- 
vetical priest-office recognized the Mel- 
chizedek order as superior, when they, 
still in the loins of their father Abraham, 
met and paid tithes to, and were blessed 
of him. Gen. 14:19-20; Heb. 7:4-10. 
The Melchizedek order embraced both 
Jew and Gentile, whereas the Aaronic or- 
der embraced the Jew only. As a man, 
nothing is said of Melchizedek’s descent, 
of his father or mother, or when his of- 
fice bezan or ceased. But that the Jews 
accepted his record as God’s high priest 
and as a peaceful king, is certain, and 
that they refused to accept the High 
Priesthood and Kingship of Jesus, whose 
office is after the ‘order of’ Melchizedek’s, 
is equally certain, and that, because His 
was not of the Levitical order, The Mel- 
chizedek order combined kingship with 
the priesthood. Zech. 6:9-15. Under the 
‘aw this could not be. Uzziah became a 
leper when he, as king, tried to usurp the 
priesthood, 2 Chron. 26:16-21, but Jesus 
became priest and king. 


Of the Levites there was a ‘beginning 
of days and an end of life’ to their of- 
fice, and the names of their father and 
mother must be on record, but of Mel- 
chizedek this was not necessary. His of- 
fice is not derived from another, neither 
is Christ’s. The expression then, “without 
father, without mother,” refers to Mel- 
chizedek officially and not naturally, as, 
unlike the Aaronic order, he was inde- 
pendent of these. He had no fixed begin- 
ning or ending of office as the Levitical 
order did. Christ came of the tribe of 
Judah and not of Levi. He, like Melchiz- 
edek, was also independent of His descent, 
We would therefore conclude that Mel- 
chizedek and Christ are two separate and 
distinct persons, but their ‘order of of- 
fice’ is the same, the one a type, and the 
other an anti-type. Believing that Mel- 
chizedek is, or isn’t the same as Christ 
would not, however, be essential to our 
eternal salvation, since we accept Jesus 
as our Savior, Priest and King.

“Pray without ceasing,” 1 Thess. 5:17. 
“Watch ye therefore, and pray alway, 
that ye may be accounted worthy to es- 
cape all these things that shall come to 
pass, and to stand before the Son of 
man,” St. Luke 21:36. 


FEEL like I should write something

They did, and it rained after 
several weeks of severe drought. George 
Washington was a man of prayer and it 
was said he would leave the army and go 
out in the snow, kneel down and pray for 
the soldiers. As a result we possess the 
land of the free and the home of the 
brave. All men who have made their 
work in the world most, have been men 
who prayed. Jesus would spend whole 
nights in prayer. He prayed until His 
sweat became as great drops of blood. 
Oh, if we would only pray as we should, 
all Heaven’s storehouse would be opened 
to us. 


Jesus said when we pray to enter into 
our closet and pray to our Father in se- 
cret and our Father in secret would re- 
ward us openly.

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Experience of Conversion, 
Sanctification, and Bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost 


HEN I was a child, mother and 

papa taught us to pray. At the age 
of eight or nine I sometimes felt afraid 
I might not go to heaven if I should die. 
Convicted I was lost and a sinner, I re- 
pented and gave my heart to God when 
I was ten years old. The very moment I 
accepted the Lord and rose to go to the 
preacher to give my hand, thus making 
confession of same, a most wonderful 
peace came to my soul, peace that pass- 
eth understanding. I was born of the 
Spirit. The date of my conversion was 
Jan. 18, 1894. 

I joined the church, was baptized in 
water and went along in the ordinary 
Christian way, sometimes weak and some- 
times strong for the Lord, for several 
years. My greatest weakness was a bad 
temper which I could not control. 

An evangelist taught us that we 
should consecrate to the Lord everything 
that interests us and ask Him in per- 
fect faith to cleanse us from all un- 
- righteousness, and that God would so do. 
“If we confess our sins, he is faithful and 
just to forgive us our sins and to cleanse 
us from all unrighteousness,” 1 John 1:9. 

Consecrating everything to the Lord 
was a clear experience to me. The Holy 
Spirit said ,“‘Are you willing to give your 
mother to the Lord that He may take her 
if He sees best?” Then came the thought 
that God gave His Son and that Jesus 
suffered‘and died for mother and for me 
and for every one who will accept Him 
as his or her Savior. He loved His ene- 
mies who drove the nails into His hands 
and into His feet, put thorns upon His 
brow, gave Him vinegar and_ gall to 
drink, and crucified Him between two 
thieves, that they might be saved. Then I 
saw that Jesus loves us, you and me, far 
more than our own mother loves us, for 
what mother would die for her own 
child if that child drove nails in her hands 
and in her feet, spat upon her, slapped 
her, hung her upon a cross with no cloth- 
ing, in the cold, between two thieves to 
die, and gave her vinegar and gall to 
drink? Jesus Christ died for His enemies 
and all sinners, that they too might repent 
and believe on Him and be saved. When 
I realized that God loves us more than 
our mother loves us, I knew that God 
would spare my mother to me as long as 
it was for my own good and for her own 
good, so I consecrated her to the Lord, 
willing to let her go and not rebel in my 
soul. God spared my mother to me nine- 
teen years after that, 

Other things came to my mind that I 
ought to consecrate to the Lord—my 
brother, sister, friends. Was I willing to 
let God have His way with them? Next 
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came my time—was I willing to quit the 
work I was doing and do other work that 
the Lord might want me to do—be a mis- 
sionary, go to Africa, or work and pray 
in the humblest places where there was 
suffering, ignorance, and want? The 
thought of the suffering of Jesus came to 
me. Mother would never want me to go 
anywhere but where it was best for me 
to go. Neither would Jesus, who loves us 
more than mother loves us. So I conse- 
crated my time to God. 

Then the Holy Spirit showed me that 
God wants us to consecrate to Him our 
mohey, that a tenth belongs to Him, and 
that the other nine-tenths should be used 
for good, to pay for food and clothing 
that we need, to build homes, to help the 
poor and to invest honestly as the Lord 
leads. Since the Lord loves us more than 
our mother does, we know that He would 
not want us to deny ourselves anything 
that is best for us and for the glory of 
God, so I consecrated to the Lord the 
means that God gave me. Cows, property, 
everything must be consecrated to God. 

Last, my reputation must be conse- 
crated to the Lord. Would I be willing to 
be lied on, mistreated, and not make a 
fuss about it? Then came the thought 
that God sees and hears everything that 
is said about us and Jesus loves us more 
than any one else. He will not permit us 
to suffer more than is for our own good 
and for the glory of God. When lies are 
spoken on us, when we suffer persecu- 
tions and take it patiently and do not sin 
or do wrong to those who mistreat us, 
then we give forth a Christian light and 
people know that the Lord has done a 
good work in us, because we are not able 
to stand thru persecutions except thru 
the strength of the Lord. He suffered for 
us; can we suffer for Him? So I conse- 
crated everything to God. 

At that moment, oh, such joy flooded 
my soul! Joy, joy, joy unspeakable and 
full of glory! God cleansed me from bad 
temper and other weaknesses of my life, 
and gave me joy and the love of God, 
and has kept me thru these years and 
given me strength to control myself. 
When we sanctify ourselves, that is, set 
ourselves apart for sacred use, consecrat- 
ing to God everything that interests us, 
then God does something for us, sancti- 
fies us, cleansing us and filling us with 
joy and the love of God which is shed 
abroad in our hearts by the Holy Ghost. 

During the years that followed, the 
Holy Spirit was with me, When tempted 
the Spirit within me cried to God, “I am 
the Lord’s and He is mine.” Years passed. 
Many times my soul was in a battle for 
the Lord. Thru prayer, consecration, 
faith, love of God, and love for lost souls, 
many gave their hearts to God. The years 
were fruitful and I grew stronger for the 
Lord. After some years I found a body of 
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worshipers called the Church of God, and 
learned of the baptism of the Holy Ghost 
and fire as was poured out upon the disci- 
ples on the day of Pentecost as they 
praised the Lord and offered Him the 
fruit of their lips, spoken of in Psalms. 
And the Holy Spirit came upon them. 
Read Acts 2:18, “And on my servants 
and on my handmaidens I will pour out 
in those days of my Spirit, and they shall 
prophesy.” 

“Repent and be baptized every one of 
you in the name of Jesus for the remis- 
sion of sins, and ye shall receive the gift 
of the Holy Ghost. For the promise is un- 
to you and to your children, to all that 
are afar off, even as many as the Lord:‘our 
God shall call,” Acts 2:38, 39. 

After much study of God’s Word and 
much prayer, I was convinced that God 
wanted to give me more power. I de- 
termined to seek and receive this wonder- 
ful promise of the baptism of .the Holy 
Ghost. Acts 1:4-9. I prayed and talked to 
the Lord out of my heart. While I praised 
the Lord a great weakness came over me, 
and a great power so wonderful and sweet 
took hold of me as a great physician, 
cleansed my lips and my mouth and took 
out my tongue and cleansed it as Isaiah 
speaks of (Isa.
